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Reviewing the total statistics the Death Rate of 12. 6 
is slightly higher than last year but is below the average, 
while the Birth Rate of 22. 1 shows the usual annual decrease 


of about 1 per thousand. 


The Infantile Mortality of 119 per thousand births is 
very much higher than last year, when it was 88 which repre- 
sents the usual ennual average; this is to be explained by 
the mortality resulting from the outbreak of whooping cough 
in the Binham District, which was responsible for 10 deaths 
of children under one year, and also largely increases the 


Zymetic Death Rate. 


The Death Rate from Tubercular Diseases remains about 
the same, 0. 8 compared with 0. 7, and the Death Rate from 


Cancer still keeps at l. 2. 


‘The general health of the district during the year has 
been good, though the death rate is slightly higher, there 
has been, owing to the cool summer and genial autum, a 
marked decrease of the minor illnesses, and no epidenic of 


influenza as of recent years.

TOTAL -—- 59 Cases. 
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The year 1907 cempares very favourably with the 
previous year in the prevalence of Zymotic Diseases, and 
had it not been for the outbreak of Diphtheria in the 
Helhoughton district the record would have been the lowest 
for years; 98 cases were notified as eccurring in eighteen 
different parishes canpared with 97 in twenty-four of last 
year, the noticeable feature being the decrease in the 
number of Scarlet Fever cases, only 23 being notified this 


year campared with 62 last year. 


The outbreak of Diphtheria in Helhoughton originated 
on the 17th October in a cettage at the back of which there 
was a blecked drain, with consequent offensive emanations, | 
and an extremely polluted well, the pollution being due to 
soakage from an adjeining large privy vault. 


The inmates of the cottage numbered nine, and two days 
after a child of a family of eleven in a neighbouring cottage 
developed the disease, and further cases in the village were 


notified up to October 25th, bringing the total to eleven. 


The measures taken to deal with the outbreak were as 


follows :- 


Iwo nurses were installed in Cottage NO.1 where the 
outbreak originated; the remainder of the family were moved 
into the end cottage (NO.2) of the row which had just become 
vacant; the child im the family of eleven was removed into 
Cottage No.1, making a totai of five in the house with three 
bedrooms; the nurses when off duty were accommodated in an 


adjoining house tenented by a widow with no children. 


The Helhoughton and West Raynham Schools were closed. 
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The polluted well was closed and water obtained from 
@ neighbouring well; the blocked drain was taken up and 


relaid. 


A house to house inspection was made by the Sanitary 
Inspector, and leaflets on the precautions to be taken during 


an outbreak of Diphtheria were distributed. 


All the cases were injected with Antitoxin and verified 
by swabbing, but no prophylactic injections were given; 
though same of the cases were of a very virulent type no 
death occurred; each case was certified by swabbing as free 
from infection before disinfection of the house was under- 


taken andi the patient released from isolation. 


Notwithstanding these precautions when the Schools were 
reopened in December two fresh cases occurred, though in 
families that had already had one case, and the Schools were 


closed again to be reopened on January 6th. 


The cases at Toftrees and Pasfield were due to contact 


with Helhoughton cases. 


A point te be noticed is that after the first eight days 
during which the contacts developed the disease there were no 
further cases (except the two in December) showing that the 


isolation and precautions taken were effectual. 


The follewing Schools were closed and afterwards dis- 


infected and cleaned, 


Binham Schools, - Pebruary 12th - March 13th, for 
Whooping Cough. 
West Raynham;-2lst October - December 4th, Dec. 14th - 
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January 6th, for Diphtheria. 
Helhoughton, 2lst October - December 4th, Dec. 14th - 


Januery 6th, for Diphtheria. 


A septic tank system has been installed in the 
Fulmodestone Schools, and one is also in course of installa- 


tion in East Barsham Schools. 
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The Sanitary condition of the district has been much 
improved during the year; the collection of house refuse 
and pails contents by the village scavengers in the parishes 
of Walsingham and Heapton, which was undertaken by the 
Council in October 1906, has worked very satisfactorily, and 
I think it would be desirable if we could apply tate enema 
to all the villages where the population is gathered in a 
small area; the conversion of privy vaults to pails is 


making good progress, 39 in Walsingham and 4 in Hempton. 


The main sewers in the various gaxiakes have been 
examined and repaired where necessary, and 1,500 yards of 
new sewers have been laid throughout the district; the 
whole of the parish of Great Ryburgh has been sewered with 
glazed pipes, with the exception of a few isolated cottages, 


and private drains are being connected up. 


Water Supply. 


58 Samples of water have been analysed, 8 sent to 


County Analyst, and 4 wells condemned and closed. 


The water supply of Hayes Lane, Fakenham, has not been 
satisfactory during the year; it is a very low lying quarter 
of the town, ani the wells are shallow; steps are being 
taken to make a boring into the chalk with a view to testing 


whether the catchment area is contaminated or not. 


In dealing with 464 nuisances, in only one case was it 
necessary to apply for a swmons, and this was withdrawn on 


the work being done.
